OUR POLICE HALL OF FAME 
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CHIEF ALFRED SMALLEY 
Highland Park, N. J. 





THE residents of Highland Park, New Jersey, 
liked and admired Alfred Smalley, an elec- 
trician in the town. They never dreamed, 
however, nor did he, that in the course of twenty- 
five years he would become the President of the 
New Jersey State Association of Chiefs of Police 
and Chief of the Highland Park, New Jersey, 
Police Department. 

Twenty-five years ago Smalley was "an elec- 
trician whose hobby was motorcycles. Then the 
Highland Park Police Department bought a 
motorcycle. Because Smalley was the only resi- 
dent who knew how to ride one, the 'department 
asked him to join the three-man force. 

"Although 1 had never given a single thought 
to doing police work, I decided to accept the 
offer," Smalley reminisced. The trial period has 
lasted twenty-five years. In this period Alfred 
Smalley rose through the ranks, becoming a state 
officer of the Patrolmen's Benevolent Associa- 
tion. He was graduated from the FBI Academy 
in Washington, and later became the head of the 
local police department and the State Associa- 
tion of Chiefs of Police. If he hadn't been able 
to ride a motorcycle, he would still be an elec- 
trician. * 

"Although police work has changed consider- 
ably in the past twenty-five years," Chief Smalley 
said, "the same basic requirements for efficient 
detection are just as important. Keen observa- 
tion, accurate description, relentless pursuit and 
a 'hunch' are all needed to break a case." 

A few years ago. Chief Smalley had a case 
which he cites to prove this point. "One evening 
I was walking down a well-to-do residential 
street when two men came out of one of th* 
homes. I smiled because one of them was whi» 



tling 'Star Dun,' ■ favorite ol mint. They entered 
t car and drove away. As soon as chey were out 
of sight, I heard a muffled yell from the house 
they had left and went in to investigate. 1 found 
the maid, tied and partially gagged, in a closet. 
The house had been ransacked and over $15,000 
in jewelry had been stolen. 

"The maid's description of the two men was 
of absolutely no value, but 1 had a hunch that 
the two men 1 had seen were the criminals. I had 
no clues to work on. except the whistling. This 
was ■ slim hope " 

For the next few days all of Chief Smalley's 
men were on the alert for the two criminals, but 
to no avail. "One afternoon, however, we got 
our first break One of my men. while on patrol, 
heard a man whistling 'Star Dust' and went up 
to question him and his companion. As he ap- 
proached the pair, they started to run. and he 
give chase They split up after a block, and my 
man finally caught one of them— the 'whistler.' 
When 1 questioned him at headquarters, lie 
claimed complete ignorance of the crime. 

"I went through his possessions and found 
nothing out-of-the-ordinary He claimed to be a 
salesman, out of work. The only card that seemed 
in the least bit out of place was from an antique 
dealer In the course of my investigation. 1 found 
thai the dealer's reputation was not good. He 
had been under suspicion of handling stolen 
merchandise before but was never convicted. 1 
decided to pay him a visit 

"At soon as 1 entered the store, the dealer 
seemed nervous, suspiciously so. 1 questioned 
him for a few minutes and then suggested thai 
even though he knew nothing about the robbery. 
1 would like to look through the store At this 
point he got nasty, and I decided to stay with 
him while One of m> men got a search warrant 

"We searched the store completely with no 
results But 1 still wasn't satisfied. As we were 
about to leave. I noticed a cellar door and de- 
cided to continue my search The dealer seemed 
even more nervous We searched the cellar care 
full), and finally unearthed one of the missing 
diamonds in the electric meter box The antique 
dealer admitted receiving the diamond from the 
arrested criminal, but would say no more. Even 
though we caught the dealer with the evidence. 
we knew he was merely a link in a chain We 
were still a long way from the solution ol the 
case ' • 

A few days aftei the arresi of the antique 
dealer, Chief Smalley. received a mysrerious 
phone call from Philadelphia The caller 
wotildn i Bivt his name, but merely suited thai 
he wantea to meet the Chief at the waterfront, 
at one in the morning the nexi day* I decided 
that it was worth following-up I drove to the 
waierfront street where I was supposed 10 meet 
this man and waited. The whole area was com 
pleiely deserted and fot over half an hour, no 
one showed up 1 was jusi ahout to leave when 



a middle-aged man approached me. He told me 
that he was a cousin of the 'big fence' and that 
he wanted to help me recover the jewelry. He 
gave me enough information to prove that he 
was telling the truth. 

"When I returned to headquarters, 1 contacted 
the Philadelphia and New York police- and we 
started closing in on the leader. Detectives were 
assigned to watch both of his offices. For a few 
days nothing happened. Then one morning 1 
received word that a package was being taken 
from New York to Philadelphia by the 'big 
fence' himself. This was our chance. I was wait- 
ing for him in Philadelphia, and we apprehended 
him as he was about to enter hit Philadelphia 
office. Inside the package was the major portion 
of the stolen jewels, as well as loot from other 
robberies. The companion of the 'whistler' wat 
found living in the 'fence's' home and was ar- 
rested. When the 'fence' went to jail, one of the 
largest operations dealing in stolen jewelry was 
wiped out." 

Although juvenile delinquency is not a prob- 
lem in Highland Park, Chief Smalley has always 
been interested in the problem of handling 
young offenders and giving them proper counsel- 
ling. "A few years ago I broke a case which led 
me to one of the most villainous criminals I have 
ever met. For many weeks Highland Park was 
the scene of many car robberies. Cars were stolen, 
stripped of all equipment, and then abandoned. 
We caught ■ few offenders. They were all young- 
sters, but none of them would divulge the name 
of their leader 1 decided that there was no point 
in picking up these kids because I was primarily 
interested in the top man. 

"One evening we caught three boys in the act 
of stealing a car Instead of bringing them in. 
we followed them After the car was stripped of 
all accessories they went directly to a store which 
served as a hang-out for many young people in 
a neighboring town. There the car parts and ac- 
cessories were turned over to the owner of the 
store. We arrested him and found that he was an ' 
absolute Fagin. H* had twenty-six boys working 
for him, ranging in age from eleven to twenty. 
These youngsters would strip cars and receive 
pennies for the equipment they turned over to 
the store owner. I am happy to say that the leader 
received an extremely stiff sentence. I don't think 
that anything gave me more satisfaction than 
hearing the judge pronounce sentence on this 
criminal " 

li seems certain that there will be Smalleys in 
law enforcement work for many years to come. 
Chief Smalley's son is a New Jersey State Troop- 
er, one daughter worked for the FBI until her 
marriage and the other daughter is still an em- 
ployee of the FBI If they can compile records 
as outstanding as their fathers, the efficiency of 
law enforcement throughout the country will be 
increased immeasurably.
